FBI to probe 
misdeeds of 
chief of IRS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The FBI says 
it is looking into allegations of misdeeds 
by Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Donald C. Alexander. 
“ We are confirming that at the request 
of the Department of Justice, the FBI is 
conducting a preliminary investigation 
to determine if there has been any viola­ 
tion of federal laws within our jurisdic­ 
tion,” a spokesman said Monday in 
response to questions about Alexander. 
The Treasury Department also has an 
internal investigation under way. headed 
by Warren A. Bates, an IRS assistant 
commissioner. The Los Angeles Times 
reported Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon had referred the matter to the 
Justice Department but Treasury of­ 
ficials refused to comment. 
Alexander recently asked Rep. A1 
Ullman, chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, to conduct an in­ 
vestigation to clear up the charges. A 
subcommittee under Rep. Charles A. 
Vanik, D-Ohio, and a House Government 
Operations subcommittee under Rep. 
Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D-N.Y., are 
looking into the matter. 
Alexander was accused of blocking an 
audit of the tax returns of Sen. Joseph 
Montoya, D-N.M., who heads the ap­ 
propriations subcommittee that handles 
the IRS. Alexander also was accused of 
continuing to advise a former client, 
Procter and Gamble, after assuming the 
government post. 
The IRS chief was criticized further 
for suspending a broad investigation into 
the use of Bahamian tax havens by 
American income tax evaders. 


The National Weather Service 
reported hurricane force winds gusting 
to 80 miles an hour and waves running to 
25 feet.

Owned by Northwestern Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. of Milwaukee and 
operated by the Columbia Transporta­ 
tion Division of Oglebey Norton Co. of 
Cleveland, the Fitzgerald departed from 
the Burlington Northern docks in 
Superior, Wis. at 1:15 p.m. Sunday with a 
cargo of 26,216 tons of taconite ore 
pellets for Detroit. 
An official of the company operating 
the Fitz, identified the skipper as Capt. 
Ernest McSorley of Toledo, Ohio, but 
would not release the names of the other 
crewmembers. 
The worst disaster on any of the five 
Great Lakes occurred in 1913 when a 
storm sank 18 ships with a loss of 254 
seamen. 
The worst single vessel disaster oc­ 
curred on Sept. 8,1860. when the steamer 
Lady Elgin sank in Lake Michigan off 
Winnetka, 111., with a loss of 300 lives. 
The last major disaster occurred on 
Nov. 29, 1966, when the Bethlehem Steel 
Co. freighter Daniel J Morrell broke in 
two in a gale on Lake Huron, taking 28 
crewmen to their death. 
The Fitzgerald was last heard from 
Monday at 7:10 p.m., EST, when one of 
its officers radioed the nearby steamer 
Arthur M Anderson to say the Fitz was 
taking on water and had lost two hatch 
covers. 
He asked the Anderson to “ shadow” 
the Fitzgerald in case of more trouble 
A crewman aboard the Anderson, con­ 
tacted by marine telephone early today, 
said winds were gale force but refused to 
discuss the disappearance of the Fitz. 
When she was built in 1958, the 
Fitzgerald was called the monarch of the 
Great Lakes fleet.

Commission overrules committee 
on installation of pole signs

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night turned down a recommendation by 
the Architectural Review Committee 
and gave the green light for the installa­ 
tion of two pole signs. 
The commission voted 3-1 to heed the 
appeal of Iversen Motor Co., for the sign 
program at 437 North H St Commis­ 
sioner John Peto voted "no.” Peto is one 
of the commission members on the ARC 
Ironically the commission vote to uphold 
Iversen’s appeal included the favorable 
vote of William Paulin, who also serves 
on the ARC. Commissioner Vernon 
Copeland was absent. Commission 
chairman William Fick cast the third 
and deciding vote in favor 
Commissioner Robert Kramg moved 
to uphold Iversen and thus reject the 
ARC recommendation, after noting that 
he himself had served for several years 
on the committee and appreciated the 
desire to improve the city. The ARC had 
held out for the installation of ground- 
mounted signs instead of those on poles 
as proposed by Iversen Iversen will in­ 
stall two signs, one 23 feet high and the 
other 18 feet high 
A spokesman for Iversen said the 
motor company would be spending 
$30.000 a year in the area and would 
employ nine individuals, one of whom 


had been unemployed previously 
He 
said Iversen wanted the pole signs as op­ 
posed to the ground-mounted signs and 
noted that other companies on H Street 
had the pole mounted signs. 
Kramg said he couldn’t assess the 
relative economic merits of the two 
types of sign installations, but did know 
‘ there’s nothing worse than an empty 
building in a location where a business 
has already failed ” He said he ap­ 
preciated the desire of the ARC to im­ 
prove the city by setting strict stan­ 
dards. but added, “ In some cases there 
are extenuating circumstances where an 
exception to the rules should be permit­ 
ted ” 


Fick voted with the majority after 
noting "I find myself perplexed about 
this problem I ’ve always questioned the 
validity of large pole-mounted signs, 
however, the guy who’s in business is in a 
position to know what he needs ’’ 
Darrell Brandon, another member of 
the ARC, defended the committee 
recommendation in a brief presentation 
from the audience 
Brandon said he 
voted against the pole-mounted signs in­ 
stead

The House attempted to pass a similar 
measure under a unanimous consent 
procedure, but was stopped by an objec­ 
tion from Rep Robert Kastenmeier. D- 
Wis . who questioned the threat to 
withdraw from the General Assembly 
House members who spoke on the is­ 
sue were unanimous in their opposition 
to the U N vote, and some called for 
economic retaliation against nations that 
supported the anti-Zionist resolution 
The joint Senate resolution introduced 
by Republican leader Hugh Scott, calls 
on the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee and the House International Rela­ 
tions Committee to hold hearings “ to 
reassess further participation in the 
General Assembly ” 
The President reaffirmed that the 
United States deplores the characteriza­ 
tion of Zionism as a form of racism and 
believes that adoption of this resolution 
undermines the principles on which the 
United Nations is based, 
White House

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said today that 
President Ford “does not plan 
to bail out the bankers and 
other big investors” who own 
New York City notes and bonds. 
“After all. that’s what the 
city is asking for: not federal 
money for the people of the 
city, but federal money or a 
federal guarantee for the tax- 
free p r o fits of the bond 
h old ers."

The news aide said the Presi­ 
dent has “ enorm ous sym ­ 
pathy” for New York City resi­ 
dents 
“ Right now the fed eral 
government is sending New 
York City almost $3.5 billion a 
year,” Nessen said. “Nearly 25 
per cent of the budget of New 
York City is now paid by the 
federal government. 
“ More than one billion 
dollars a year is given by the 
federal government to New 
York City for Medicaid pay­ 
ments alone One half of the 
city’s welfare costs are paid by 
the federal government. 
“So. the federal government 
has not and will not turn its 
back on the people of New York 
City.” 
Nessen said that to cure New 
York City’s economic ills its 
leaders w ill have to stop 
spending more money than they 
collect in revenues, 
Nessen said that, if the city’s 
officials think the government 
will rescue it. “they will never 
do what is necessary to avoid 
default.”

TUNIS. Tunisia (UPI) - A 
Tunisian bartender holding four 
persons captive at the Belgian 
embassy today postponed his 
threatened deadline to execute 
therr. and later released one 
hostage. 
Tiijani Maherzi had original­ 
ly said he would k ill his 
hostages — two men and two 
women — at 10 a.m. (1 a.m. 
PST) unless officials found his 
runaway wife and forced her to 
return with the family savings 
Maherzi, 34, relented when 
authorities located his wife in 
West Germany and Belgian 
Ambassador Jacques Gerard 
promised he could speak to her 
by telephone 
Maherzi then canceled his 
deadline for execu ting the 
hostages and did not fix a new 
one. An hour and 40 minutes 
later he let Belgian secretary 
Martine Van Dueren leave the 
embassy. 
Minister of Interior Tahar 
Belkhodja met her at the em ­ 
bassy door and led her across 
the street to the ambassador’s 
residence, where she rushed 
into the arms of her Tunisian 
husband. 
Mrs. Van Dueren said Maher­ 
zi appeared desperate because 
his wife had run out on him in 
Belgium with their family sav­ 
ings, leaving him to return to 
Tunis alone 
Maherzi dropped an earlier 
demand that his wife or the 
Belgian government return to 
him the family nest egg of 
almost $75.000 that he said she 
took with her. 
Police indicated after the 
release of the first hostage that 
they believed the way was open 
for a safe ending to the inci­ 


dent. 
Maherzi entered the embassy 
Monday morning, whipped out a 
submachine gun and seized two 
male diplomats and two female 
secretaries, all Belgians. 
Police ringed the embassy 
but made no attempts to enter. 
Lights burned all night in the 
second floor room w here 
Maherzi held the hostages. 
Authorities brought Maher­ 
zi s mother, sister and brother 
to plead with him but he refused 
to talk to any of them, police 
said 
However, he did allow food to 
be sent in and spoke with police 
by telephone. 
Mrs. Edmund De Wilde, wife 
of one of the hostages, told 
newsmen she had spoken with 
her husband on the phone and 
he reported the captives were 
“ all very calm and w ell 
treated.” 


Hearst’s psychiatric evaluation 
should not count as part of the 
90 days. 
Carter set Nov. 20 to hear 
pretrial motions, including a 
motion to delay the trial. 
“The trial date will not be ab­ 
solute or binding if you bring in 
convincing proof along the 
way that she is not competent."

who examined Miss Hearst 
when he ruled last week that 
she was mentally able to stand 
trial.

Breakup 
of GM could 


take years 


DETROIT (UPI) - Any at­ 
tempt to break up General 
Motors Corp could take years 
to complete and might result in 
even higher prices for the car- 
buying public, according to 
Wall Street analysts. 
Analysts said even the at­ 
tempt might hurt the indus­ 
try’s recovery from a two-year 
slump and. if successful, the 
competition might be too much 
for some companies. 
“It would really be difficult 
to unscramble all of the GM 
eggs.” said Arvid Jouppi. an in­ 
dependent analyst “ As far as 
I'm concerned it would come at 
a bad time with the industry 
just pulling out and finding it 
difficult enough to make big 
capital investm ents without 
having this new uncertainty 
thrown in.” 
“If we dismember GM we'd 
have a weaker industry rather 
than a stronger auto industry,” 
David Eisenberg, research vice 
president for the Wall Street 
firm of Sanford Bernstein & 
Co.. said “ All it might do is 
create four or five more un­ 
profitable auto companies by 
penalizing the most successful 
one ” 
Spokesmen for the Justice 
Department said Monday its 
antitrust division was not tak­ 
ing the initiative in attempting 
to break up GM 


David Healv. research vice 
president for the Wall Street 
firm of Drexel Burnham & Co., 
said. "If you break up GM into 
many small pieces, it might 
create the competition some 
economists say is needed Com­ 
ing through the worst recession 
since the ‘30s has put a lot of 
strain on the other companies 
and the new competition might 
actually drive them out of 
business ” 
Healy said he was referring 
to A m erica n M otors and 
Chrysler Corp

More sterile 
flies released 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
Another 2 5 million sterile fruit 
flies were lilting across the 
western part of the city today, 
looking for fruit fly mates 
The stenle flies, imported 
from the Fruit Fly Laboratory 
at the University of Hawaii, 
emerged from the pupae form 
during the weekend and were 
distributed from pickup trucks 
that rolled slowly through the 
streets in the fly-infested 
western portion of Los Angeles 
County Agricultural Commis­ 
sioner Paul Engler said the 
specially-bred 
sterile 
insects 
will mate with the Mediter­ 
ranean flies infesting the area 
and produce sterile eggs, thus 
wiping out the pest in four to six 
months 
“Things are going very w ell.” 
Engler said “We are pleased 
with the high percentage of sur­ 
vival ” 
An earlier batch of four 
million sterile flies died when 
they were mistakenly placed in 
a trailer containing insecticide 
fumes 
Another two shipments total­ 
ing 10 million flies are expected 
from Hawaii this week, eventu­ 
ally boosting the sterile fruit fly 
population to 600 million 
The flies deposit their larvae 
in soft fruits and vegetables 
The larvae turn to maggots 
which destroy the fruit 
Ex­ 
perts said the pests pose a 
major threat to agriculture in 
Southern California

MECHANICS OF TABUIBATING 
ADVERTISING RESULTS 


There are many plain and as many fancy methods for 
tabulating advertising results. The important thing to 
the advertiser is that results are tabulated, accurately, 
regularly, and carefully. 


The person assigned the task of keeping advertising 
records should, (1) be the type of person who realizes the 
importance of the job, (2) be the ''bookkeeping type. (3) 
have the time left over from other assignments to do a 
good job. 


Naturally, a separate record book should be used, and 
this should show results by the number of customers who 
came in as the result of advertising. This information to 
be provided by a distinctly marked box on each sales slip 
for entry of this information, or several such boxes, 
designating the various types of advertising you use 
Also, a separate advertising results slip should be pro 
vided and be easily accessible to all sales personnel, so 
that people coming in who do not buy can be recorded. 
The latter slip could be 3” x 5“ imprinted as follows; 


THIS REPORT S U P MUST BE COMPLETED ON 
ALL PROSPECTS WHO DID NOT BUY. INDI 
CATE WHAT PROMPTED CUSTOMER TO COME 
IN AND WHY PURCHASE WAS NOT MADE. 


________Newspaper Advertising 
_________ New Prospect 
_________ Other advertising & Type 
__________Old Customer 


Note here briefly any misunderstanding of our ad 
vertising mentioned by prospect and reasons given 
for not making purchase today 


Preferably at the end of each business day, all sales 
slips and prospect slips should be recorded in the adver 
Using record book. Show total number of people 
responding to advertising, by the type of advertising that 
brought them in, and the total number responding to ail 
advertising. Show total dollar amount of sales made to ail 
customers, regardless of source, and total number of 
people brought in by advertising who did make a 
purchase. At the end of each month the grand totals of 
the various categories will begin to form an advertising 
results picture that will amaze you and. at the same time, 
regenerate your own thinking on the need for a 
continuous newspaper advertising effort with planned 
regularity. 
Newspaper advertising WILL get results, there is no 
doubt about it, but the key to you being aware of these 
results is insisting that all personnel cooperate in keeping 
the results records. Only management’s placement of 
great importance on this matter will put it in the proper 
perspective with employees. If necessary, conduct a 
special meeting devoted to instilling the importance of 
getting the advertising results information you must 
have for complete record keeping.

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NASA'S Fletcher calls for 
permanent space station

WASHINGTON (UP!) - The 
head of the federal space 
agency says the nation must 
overcome shortsighted views 
and start thinking seriously 
about putting up a permanent 
manned space station 
Speaking at a time when his 
agency is feeling renewed 
budget restrictions from the 
White House, Dr James C 
Fletcher said Monday that 
'emotional, political and eco­ 
nomic facts of life" have been 
holding back the space pro­ 
gram 
"Unless we proceed forward 
with the same adventuresome 
spirit that characterized the 
earlier years of the space age. 
tomorrow s dreams w ill 
become 
tom orrow 's 
problems.'' Fletcher said at the 
autumn meeting of the National 
Academy of Engineering 
Fletcher said too much 
emphasis is being placed on 
• now" space programs de­ 
signed to meet immediate 
problems 
He said such 
projects as satellites for 
resources surveys, air traffic 
control, navigation and weather 
are important but must be 
balanced with more far- 
reaching efforts. 


"In writing the timetable for 
the future, we cannot allow 
ourselves to become shortsight­ 
ed." he said "We should begin 
to think seriously about putting 
up a permanent, manned space 
station, an engineering feat 
well within the limits of current 
technology 
"An orbiting space base 
crewed by scientists, engineers 
and technicians from all over 
the world would prove invalua­ 
ble for studying the sun. the 
stars and the near-Earth en­ 
vironment It could have an un­ 
matched capability for terre­ 
strial weather, resources and 
environmental surveillance." 


He also said a space base 
would serve as an economical 
way station for trips to the 
moon and for manned and un­ 
manned voyages to other 
planets.

N.C. (U P I) - 
North Carolina's March 23 
presidential primary is on 
Ronald Reagan’s target list and 
his backers plan to try to line up 
backing for the former Califor­ 
nia governor even as President 
Ford speaks to a GOP fund rais­ 
ing luncheon Friday. 
Ford’s address to party 
faithful with tickets costing $50 
apiece is a prelude to the state 
GOP convention where Rea­ 
gan’s North Carolina commit­ 
tee will be running a hospitality 
suit aimed at lining up man­ 
power and money. 
Reagan strategist James H 
Lake said in a telephone inter­ 
view from Washington Monday 
that Reagan will announce his 
intention to challenge Ford for 
the GOP nomination Nov. 20. A 
whirlwind tour of states with 
early primaries is planned and 
Reagan is tentatively scheduled 
to be in Charlotte for a 10 a.m. 
airport news conference Nov. 
21. 
North Carolina’s primary, 
said Lake, is among the key 
ones to Reagan because he 


must make a strong initial 
showing against Ford, the in­ 
cumbent He said there was “ no 
question about it. Reagan will 
be in the North Carolina 
primary. 
"It’s important because it’s 
early. Our whole strategy is 
based on developing momen­ 
tum in the early primaries, for 
example New Hampshire, 
Florida and North Carolina, 
and demonstrating that Reagan 
has an appeal, that people like 
what he says. 
“ Once you get that momen­ 
tum started, the strategy is to 
sustain it." 
The plan in the early races, 
he said, is to "not run against 
Jerry Ford personally so much 
as demonstrating the quality of 
leadership our guy has as op­ 
posed to Jerry Ford ” 
Lake said Reagan has al­ 
ready qualified for federal 
matching campaign money in

Oilmen launch campaign to polish 
image to halt industry breakup

ca’s oilmen have launched a 
major campaign to polish their 
industry's image and block a 
looming threat that the largest 
oil giants might break up into 
smaller companies by congres 
sional mandate 
Shaken by the suddenness and 
force with which the threat of 
an industry breakup appeared 
in the Senate last month oil ex 
ecutives say no project has 
higher priority than their effort 
to tell their oil story 
A freshman senator who 
favors breaking up the big oil 
companies predicts Congress 
will pass a bill within one year 


or two at most — to keep any 
single firm from producing, 
transporting, refining and re­ 
tailing petroleum 
Sen Gary Hart. D-Colo . says 
failure to make oil companies 
smaller and more competitive 
will only lead to eventual pres­ 
sure for nationalization of the 
C S petroleum industry 
Hart told a news conference 
Monday that the drive to trim 
the power of big oil companies 
and make the industry more 
competitive originated with 
"the folks back home" and is 
likely to increase as more 
members of Congress hear 
from their constituents 


Climax of petroleum age reached, 
Udall tells University students

(UPI * - The future is not what 
it used to be. said Stewart 
Udall. the former secretary of 
the interior, and the United 
States has reached the climax 
of the petroleum age 


Udall. speaking to about 200 
Bowling Green State University 
students Monday, said the U S 
is running out of petroleum and 
there is no substitute for it 


"We were far too optimistic 
in the 50’s and the 60 s We 
thought we had a panacea in 
nuclear power We thought we 
had two or three times more un­ 
discovered oil than what we 
have." he said 
"Some people still don't 
believe there is an energy 
crisis 
If YOU doubt, brace 


yourselves and be skeptical of 
the optimists." he added 
Unless there is another oil 
embargo first, the second wave 
of the energy crisis will be shor­ 
tages of natural gas and Ohio is 
one region where it will be felt 
first. Udall predicted 
The tragedy of the last two 
years is that Americans haven't 
learned. Udall said The coun­ 
try is substantially more depen­ 
dent now on Middle East oil 
than 
before, 
while 
it 
simultaneously is depleting its 
own reserves 
He said the only way to cope 
with the energy crisis is to con­ 
serve natural resources and 
eliminate waste The quicker 
we begin the more we can avoid 
serious damage to the 
economy, he said 


A vote last month by 45 
senators to break up the oil 
companies came as a surprise, 
Hart said but the sentiment in­ 
dicated by that vote means a 
new bill to achieve the same 
goal is likely to reach Congress 
early this spring 
Hart spoke at a news con­ 
ference at the annual meeting 
of the Society of Independent 
Gasoline M arketers of 
America 
A block away, in the annual 
meeting of the American 
Petroleum Institute, major oil 
companies plotted their strate­ 
gies to defuse the threat of a 
breakup 
Charles Spahr. chairman of 
Standard Oil Co of Ohio, said 
"without exception, (this threat 
is) our greatest concern * 
API President Frank Ikard 
told his colleagues they could 
expect nothing but the worst 
from an election year Congress 
responding to oil industry 
criticism with an "off-with- 
their heads" reaction 
The plan outlined by Ikard 
and accepted by leaders of the 


major companies called for a 
five-pronged attack that w«»uld 
cost many thousands of dollars 
It would investigate the legal 
implications of an oil industry 
breakup 
support scholarly 
studies of its economic impact, 
lobby with state and federal of­

Radio Uganda, monitored in 
Nairobi, said Amin demanded 
the immediate recall of ambas­ 
sador Zakharov "who is a 
criminal.” 


Amin accused the Russian of

ing to force Amin to recognize 
the Soviet-backed Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola as the legitim ate 
Angolan government. 
Moscow has said the Soviet 
Union would recognize the 
group.

Former Gulf worker 
tells of payoffs 
Fromme warned on gun 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
former Gulf Oil employe told 
officials he made campaign 
contributions to at least 15 
senators and congressmen in­ 
cluding cash payments in a 
hotel men’s room and behind a 
barn. UPI has learned 
Frederick Mvers. who retired 
in June as Gulf's legislative 
coordinator 
in 
Washington, 
m ade a sta te m e n t to the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission Oct 30 in which he ex­ 
plained missions to Salt Lake 
City, 
Atlanta, 
Indianapolis, 
Knoxville and other cities to 
deliver sealed envelopes to 
political candidates. 
Myers said he also delivered 
sealed envelopes “ maybe four 
or five or six times a year” to 
the Capitol Hill offices of 
senators and representatives 
between 1960 and 1972, when the 
Watergate prosecutor began to 
probe Gulf’s campaign ac­ 
tivities 
Myers said he saw the sealed 
envelopes opened only twice. 
Both times the envelopes were 
filled with cash, he said 
Gulf was convicted in 1973 of 
making a total of $125,000 in il­ 
legal contributions to the 1972 
presidential campaigns of Rich­ 
ard M Nixon and Rep Wilbur 
Mills, D-Ark , and to the Senate 
campaign of Henry M Jackson, 
D-Wash 
But those gifts constitute only 
a fraction of the $5 million Gulf 
said it paid to politicians with 
corporate* money it diverted 
from a Bahamas subsidiary. 
Political contributions from 
corporate funds are illegal. 


Myers gave no details on how 
this money was spent, but he 
did name as recipients another 
nine present and former sena­ 
tors, 
including presidential 


hopeful Fred Harris; six pre­ 
sent and form er rep resen ­ 
tatives; former Kansas Gov, 
William Avery, and Pennsyl­ 
vania’s “ Mr. R epublican,” 
George Bloom 
'M y ers said he gave one 
sealed envelope to Sen. Edwin 
Mechem, R-N M., “ behind the 
barn” of a New Mexico ranch in 
1964 Mechem lost his bid for 
re-election to Democrat Joseph 
Montoya. 
M eyers said he gave an 
envelope to H arris in an 
Oklahoma City hotel room in 
1964 and another to then Rep 
Richard Roudebush, R Ind., in 
a hotel m en’s room in In­ 
dianapolis in 1970. 
Other members of Congress 
listed by Myers included Sens. 
Howard Baker, R-Tenn ; How­ 
ard Cannon, D-Nev.; Vance 
Hartke, D-Ind ; former Sens. 
Marlow Cook. R-Ky.; Edward 
Gurney, R-Fla ; Wallace Ben­ 
nett, R-Utah, and Norris Cot­ 
ton, R-N.H ; Reps 
Herman 
Schneebeli, R-Pa , and James 
Burke, D-Mass.; and former 
Reps Julia Hansen, D-Wash.; 
Page Belcher, R-Okla , and 
Jam es Fulton, R-Pa 
A spokesman for Baker said 
the senator received a $5,000 
campaign contribution in 1972, 
but was told it was “not cor­ 
porate funds.” Myers said he 
made his payment six years 
earlier to a Baker aide at the 
Knoxville, Tenn., airport. 
Schneebeli, ranking Republi­ 
can on the House Ways and 
Means Com m ittee, said he 
knew nothing about illegal con­ 
tributions from Gulf. He said 
Charles Stockwell of William­ 
sport, Pa., takes care of fund­ 
raising Myers said he gave a 
sealed envelope to a “ Mr. 
Stockdale” at a Frederick, Md., 
motel on Sept. 17, 1964 
Soldier remembers 
first Armistice Day 


MARSHALLTOWN. 
Iowa 
(UPI) — Remembering the 
first Armistice Day 57 years 
ago, the old soldier turned his 
face from the rain-splattered 
window of his dormitory room 
and said, 
"America — this 
country is really worth fighting 
for.” 
When Nov. 11,1918. dawned in 
E urope. Knud O lsen was 
hospitalized with a shrapnel 
wound in a little French town 
whose name he can’t remem ­ 
ber. By nightfall, he and four 
other convalescent soldiers had 
drunk the town dry. 
Olsen, now 82 and living in the 
Iowa Veterans' Home, was a 
Danish immigrant, not long in 
America, when Archduke Fer­ 
dinand was shot and World War 
I began He was drafted when 
the United States got into the 
war and circumvented orders 
so he could be sent to France. 
A private first class, he 
ranged along the front lines as a 
scout-smper with an intelli­ 
gence group of th e All- 
American 82nd Division. 
“We first heard about the ar­ 
mistice when the ward nurse 
came in and said. Well boys — 
it’s the actual truce!’” Olsen 
rem em bered 
“ Since we'd 
heard rumors a couple of weeks 
before, we didn't believe her 
So we buried her in a pile of 
pillows." 
Later Olsen and his four bud­ 
dies checked themselves out of 
the hospital and spent the rest 
of the day in town celebrating 
and carousing with the French, 
“who just went wild.” 
His hearing isn't as crisp and 
his eyes aren't as sharp as in 


1918 but age hasn’t hobbled his 
intense patriotism. 
"T h is co u n try is w orth 
fighting for,” Olsen said “Den­ 
mark is a nice little country, 
but this one is really worth 
fighting for.” 
Drafted in November of 1917, 
Olsen was still a neutral when 
he wound up in Long Island 
ready to ship for France. 
“The captain called us all up 
in ranks and told those who 
were citizens of neutral coun­ 
tries to take one step forward,” 
he said Thirteen did — but I 
didn’t. I stayed in line and went 
across.” 
His captain put the Danish 
private on the carpet when they 
reached France. 
Asked where he was when the 
others took the step forward, 
Olsen said he was on guard 
duty. 
The captain then promised 
Olsen he would become an 
American citizen on French soil 
as soon as the paperwork could 
be completed. 
“ I wanted that in the worst 
damn way,” Olsen said. “ I 
would have paid $1,000 to have 
been able to.” 
The battlefield citizenship 
ceremony never worked out, 
however. As a scout-sniper, 
Olsen was sent in ahead of the 
Argonne push and was wounded 
bv the shrapnel shell on Oct. 14, 
1918 
The fighting wasn’t so bad. he 
said It was the cold and the 
ram which made things tough 
"But. I’d do it all over again 
if 1 had to," he said, “ because 
that’s how much I love this 
country.’’

Quinlan debate to continue

The case of K aren Ann 
Quinlan, at once a national con­ 
tro v e rs y and a p e rso n a l 
tragedy, likely will spark 
debate for some time to come 
over when — if ever — a life 
that has become more mechani­ 
cal than human should be 
allowed to slip away. 
Many supported the request 
of Miss Quinlan’s parents to cut 
off a respirator keeping her 
alive. Many supported Judge 
Robert Muir J r.’s denial of that 
request. And on both sides, 
there was general recognition 
the case presented no easy 
answers 
Dr. Julius Korein of the New 
York 
U n iv ersity 
M edical 
School, the only one of six 
neurologists testifying at the 
trial who urged the family’s 
wish be granted, said. “ I don’t 
think the ju d g e had any 
choice,” because the case was 
“presented to him as a m atter 
of life and death ” 
The Rev Bill Smith, a profes­ 
sor of theology speaking for the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
New York, said that if Muir had 
ruled in the Quinlans’ favor, it 
would have set a “ dangerous 
legal precedent." 
Smith would not rule out 
withdrawal of extraordinary ar­ 
tificial life support systems in 
hopeless cases, but he said the 


decision should be medical, not 
legal. 


Dr. McCarthy DeMere, a 
physician-lawyer from Mem­ 
phis, Tenn., who chairs the the 
American Bar Association’s 
Law and Medicine Committee, 
agreed: 


"There are too many medical 
decisions being made now by 
the courts, and physicians have 
a difficult time as it is without 
being subjected to legal opin­ 
ions.” 
R obert B utler, m ayor of 


Marion, 111., and a lawyer, had 
mixed feelings “ It is my per­ 
sonal feeling that this (allowing 
Karen to die) would be good in 
certain situations," he said

Film producer wins libel suit

SAN FRANCISCO (UPIl - 
Prize-winning Hollywood film­ 
maker Don Widener has been 
awarded a record $7,758.000 in 
damages in his libel suit against 
the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
David E. Pesonen, attorney 
for Widener. said this was the 
biggest libel judgment ever 
awarded to an individual in the 
United States. 
A Superior Court jury, after a 
five-week trial and two days of 
deliberation. Monday awarded 
Widener $750.000 in general 
dam ages and $7 million in 
punitive damages. 
An $8.000 judgment was made 
against Jam es C. Carroll, a 


PG&E engineer, who wrote the 
original draft of a letter which 
accused Widener of doctoring a 
film on the dangers of nuclear 
power stations. Pesonen said 
the aim of the letter was to ruin 
his client’s reputation. 
The one-hour documentary, 
“The Powers That Be,” was 
narrated by actor Jack Lem­ 
mon and aired on KNBC- 
television in Los Angeles in 
May. 1971. 
Pesonen said Carroll’s letter 
falsely claimed that Widener 
inserted in the documentary 
statem en ts m ade during a 
secretly taped, informal, off- 
camera interview

Trojans tab Raider aide to replace McKay 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - John Robinson finally has 
become what he has always wanted to be — head 
coach of a football team 
In a surprise move, the University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia dipped into the pro ranks and announced Mon­ 
day that Robinson, a little-known offensive backfield 
coach of the Oakland Raiders, will replace head foot­ 
ball coach John McKay. 
McKay, who was not present at the news conference 
when Robinson’s appointment was announced, is leav­ 
ing USC at the end of the season to become coach of 
the Tampa expansion team of the NFL. During 
McKay's 16-year reign. USC was always one of the 


nation’s top college football teams 
The 40-year-old Robinson was backfield and quarter­ 
back coach under McKay from 1972-74 before going to 
Oakland 
Robinson’s contract terms were not released 
The new USC mentor said he has asked the present 
coaching staff to remain, although he indicated there 
may be some changes. 
'Without a doubt, John McKay is the greatest coach 
I’ve known and one of the best ever in football,” said 
Robinson, who has known the man he is replacing for 
20 years 
"I hope I ’ve learned enough lessons from him. But 


the tradition here is the University of Southern Califor­ 
nia tradition It was here before John McKay - he 
enhanced it, certainly — and he leaves a quality tradi­ 
tion I hope will continue.” 
During the three years Robinson served as McKay’s 
assistant, the Trojans were 31-32 with two Rose Bowl 
victories. 
Robinson will remain with the Raiders until the end 
of the season 
He explained his reason for leaving USC last year by 
saying: "I was ambitious I think every assistant 
wants to be a head coach some day It was important 
for me to broaden my experience ”

Here’s the awards and the type of play they are given for: 
LOMPOC: Brave head (offense)—touchdown pass thrown or caught, crucial 
play, any TD or six points, top blocking grade on the team Star (offense)— 
hustle block (other than assigned block), run or kick return of 20 yards or 
more, outstandingly hard hit. Arrowhead (defense)—blocked kick, intercep­ 
tion. fumble recovery, top grade on team. Hatchet (defense)—pass harass­ 
ment. fumble recovery, effective kick coverage. 
CABRILLO: Star (defense)—tackle for yardage loss, deflected or in­ 
tercepted pass, big play, top team grade. Football (offense)—score, downfield 
block, second effort, key play Skull and crossbones—“ Hitters Club,’’ which is 
any outstanding, crunching hit.

Paso. Texas, who starred for three years 
with the All-American Redheads, in a 
basketball game of H-O-R-S-E. 5-1. 
Bob Seagren. 1968 Olympic gold

(U PI) - When the sun 
went down Monday it was the Dallas 
Cowboys who were the playoff threat and 
the Kansas City Chiefs who were hanging

But as Monday dissolved into Tuesday 
there was a definite taste of role rever­ 
sal. 
“ I don’t think we’re rebuilding,” said 
Kansas City Chief running back Ed 
Podolak. “ We re contenders now This 
victory was a springboard for the rest of 
the season.” 
Said Cowboy coach Tom Landry: 
“ After a game like this you either 
come back and have a big game or you 
join the losers. When we go to Foxboro 
next week (to take on the New England 
Patriots), it will be a very crucial 
game.” 
The cause of all this reflecting was a 
34-31 upset by Kansas City over the 
bumbling Cowboys, which kept the 
Chiefs two games behind Oakland in the 
AFC West and dropped Dallas out of the 
lead in the NFC East for the first time 
this season. 
The Chief’s win came chiefly because 
of their ability to run the football against 
Dallas and Dallas miscues. 
During the game: 
— Kansas City recovered a fumble at 
its own goal in the opening quarter to 
stop Dallas from taking an early lead. 
— John Matuszak fell on a loose ball in 
the Cowboy end zone for a touchdown 
after the Cowboy’s Preston Pearson had 
fumbled the ball across his own goal. 
— Kansas City took Doug Dennison’s 
fumble of a kickoff which set up a score 
by Podolak 57 seconds before the end of 
the first half, pushing the Chiefs into the 
lead at 24-17. 
— Mike Sensibaugh and Emmitt 
Thomas recovered fumbles early in the 
fourth quarter to halt Dallas drives and 
keep the Chiefs only four points behind 
as time was running out. 
— And. after the Chiefs had gone ahead 
for good on Podolak s third touchdown of 
the night, that coming on a five-yard 
pass from Mike Livingston with 10 
minutes to go. Sensibaugh and Willie 
Lanier each picked off Roger Staubach 
passes to end the Dallas turnover 
production at seven.

Ford passed up his final season at UC 
Santa Barbara to sign a no-cut, multi­ 
year contract with the Los Angeles 
Lakers, he didn’t know what to expect. 
“ Oh, I had all the confidence in the 
world in my ability,” he said. “ I thought 
I could help this club — even this season 
— but I came in wondering about what 
the other players would be like. 
“ You know — the big salaries, the big 
egos, all that. But it hasn’t been like that 
at all with the Lakers. Everybody on this 
team is a super guy. When you make a 
mistake or want to know something, they 
go out of their way to help you. 
“ Kareem Abdul-Jabbar is not only a 
super talent, he’s a super guy. It’s amaz­ 
ing to me how much he goes out of his 
way to help a young player fit right in. ” 
The Lakers’ 69 rookie became a starter 


last week after coming off the bench for 
a 25-point performance at Kansas City. 
Ford signed with Los Angeles after it 
got Abdul-Jabbar from the Milwaukee 
Bucks in a trade in which the Lakers 
gave up two first-round draft picks, 
UCLA All-America David Meyers and 
Louisville’s Junior Bridgeman He was 
selected in the sixth round. 
“ I was a sixth-round pick.” he said, 
“ but I also had another year of college 
left so I don’t consider that valid. I think 
I would have gone a lot higher if I had 
decided to stay at Santa Barbara. 
“ When the Lakers traded off Meyers 
and Bridgeman to get Kareem. that gave 
me a strong bargaining position. Once 
the figures were put on the table, it 
wasn’t a hard decision.

"To maintain our dominating position in the race, we have to 
beat Oregon State," Vermeil said " I ’m going to coach this week 
like we lost to Oregon last Saturday (the Brums won 50-17) 
“ And if we look ahead. OSU will beat us Dee Andros has a way 
of motivating his teams They love the guy and they’ll play as good 
football as they're capable of playing ’’

Killer 
bees due 
in 1988 


ANN A R B O R Mich (ITPIf — 
So-called killer bees from South 
America will cross into the 
United States by 1988 even if the 
U S government carries out a 
proposed full-scale battle to 
stem their invasion, entomolo­ 
gist Orley R Taylor says 
Taylor, an entomologist from 
the University of Kansas, told 
the 13th annual conference of 
the Council for the Advance­ 
ment of Science Writing today 
the bees are moving through 
South and Central America at 
between 200 and 300 miles a 
year. 
“ If they keep moving at their 
present speed.’’ Tayior said. 
“ They will enter Panama in 
1981 and cross into the United 
States, probably near Browns­ 
ville. Tex . somewhere between 
1988 and 1994 ” 
But Taylor said Americans 
should not panic as the bees get 
closer, despite recent stones 
that they can cause a wave of 
death to humans and animals 
It's not like some science 
fiction scare story.” he said. 
“ Not all of them are aggressive 
all the time, and there's nothing 
to suggest they are a serious 
threat to public health or 
safety.” 
On the other hand, he said, 
there is some cause for alarm 
‘They are aggressive.” Tay­ 
lor said, “ and they certainly 
will be aggressive when they 
enter the United States ” 
He said experts from the U S. 
Department of Agriculture 
have proposed a variety of 
defenses to the bees — ranging

The 'massacre' 


E v ery o n e im m e d ia te ly 
called it the “ Halloween mas­ 
sacre” — President Ford’s 
firing of Defense Secretary 
James R. Schlesinger and CIA 
Director William E. Colby. 
About the only thing in com­ 
mon between the sudden 
cabinet shakeup and President 
Nixon’s dumping of Watergate 
Special Prosecutor Archibald 
Cox, among others, was that it 
occurred on a weekend. 
It is doubtful if President 
Ford’s reshuffling of one 
cabinet and two advisory 
posts, the other being Henry 
K iss in g e r’s s e a t on the 
National Security Council, will 
even be remembered by many 
Americans when they go to the 
polls next year, much less in­ 
fluence their voting. 
Schlesinger certainly was

ment, through the referee, would then 
control the city’s vital services and 
determine the fate of investors in the 
city’s bonds and banks holding short­

The logic rests in the determination 
that those in public office who have so 
mismanaged the city’s finances or have 
even come close to fraud should not be 
rewarded by a sim ple guarantee by the 
federal government. 
In short, they would be made to pay for 
their m isd eed s, one penalty being 
separation from the prerequisites of of­ 
fice and perhaps payrolls as well. The 
stretchout of public services, firemen, 
police, sanitation workers, would be 
even more stringent.

The suspicion will not down that the 
Ford proposal is a political gimmick 
Anyone going through the country is 
asked: What does President Ford think 
he is doing? My answer is that he is try­ 
ing to out-Reagan Ronald Reagan. 
Of course he gets cheers at Republican 
fund-raising dinners when he denounces 
the scarlet sinner. New York. It would be 
interesting to know whether even a small 
fraction of those audiences were city 
dwellers. 
I would think that for the most part 
they are suburbanites who long since 
abandoned city life for supposedly safe 
haven well beyond the center city with 
its crowding and its crime. 
The real danger over the long term is a 
rift between the suburbanite, the rural 
dweller, and the city. That strikes at the 
basic premise of American life which is 
a compromise between kinds of work 
and the men and women who perform it. 
It would open the way to a George 
Wallace with a demagoguery beside 
which the Ford rhetoric would look pale 
and puny. 
I his city has gone through countless 
scandals and at times extrem e violence. 
The riots that broke out in July of 1863 
paralyzed New York and caused un­ 
counted deaths before federal troops 
moved in to put down the rioters They 
were protesting the Civil War draft that 
had already taken at least 100,000 New 
Yorkers 
The Tweed Ring and Tammany Hall 
were a rapacious plunderbund milking 
the city of millions of dollars.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
The plots to kill me 


WASHINGTON - Winston Churchill 
once said that nothing is more ex­ 
hilarating than to be shot at — and mis­ 
sed It is in this spirit that I look back 
upon the White House plots to ply me 
with poisons and hallucinogens 
To be sure, these conspiracies had a 
Maxwell Smart quality But an organized 
attempt by the White 
House to destroy or 
discredit a reporter 
should not be airily 
dismissed because it 
failed or because the 
results had a com ic 
side 
No President should 
b e 
p e r m it t e d 
to 
marshal the awesome 
powers of government 
against a reporter, not 
even for the grievous 
offense of embarrass­ 
ing the White House. 
I would prefer to write this story about 
someone else. But since I was the unhap­ 
py object of Richard Nixon's revenge, it 
is my story. The full facts. I now feel, 
should be placed on the public record 
From sources and documents made 
available to me. here is the incredible 
story. It can best be told in chronological 
order: 
OCT 6. 1970; President Nixon, who 
had grouched about earlier stories 1 had 
written, positively exploded over a 
column about his backstage efforts to get 
a higher presidential pension Not long 
afterwards, staff chief H R Haldeman 
assigned a special White House in­ 
vestigator Jack Caulfield to investigate 
me

to Haldeman. Caulfield revealed that I

leaker Daniel Ellsberg and scrawled my 
name on a wallboard in their basement 
sanctum, as their new Public Enemy No 
1. 
DEC 23. 1971 David Young, one of the 
plumbers, asked Pentagon investigator 
W 
Donald Stewart to trump up a 
homosexual charge against me When 
Stewart 
refused. Young complained. 
“Damn it' Damn it' The President is 
jumping up and down, and he wants this 
and w e’re always telling him everything 
can’t be done ”

The 
plumbers also discussed coating my 
steering wheel with an exotic poison that 
they intended to scrounge from the 
Central Intelligence Agency This was 
supposed to penetrate my skin as I was 
driving home, causing a fatal accident 


They got the idea, my sources suggest, 
from a possible offhand remark by 
Colson that he’d “ like to slip Anderson a 
mickey ’ But no assassination order, so
